The Preliminary Amendment

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Motz et al (US 
2003/0191398 Al). 

Motz et al. disclose a Raman probe for measuring Raman spectrum, comprising: an exciting-end 
light guiding path (76) for guiding excitation light from a light source to a sample; a receiving light-guide 
path (72) for guiding a light signal from said sample to a detector; a band-pass filter for passing said 
excitation light and blocking Raman scattered light (82, lines 14-18 of paragraph [0067]) produced from 
said exciting-end light guiding path; a pipe (80) for securing said band-pass filter inside said pipe, said 
pipe being mounted on a light-outgoing end of said exciting-end light guiding path (76); and an edge filter 
(78, sentence bridging pages 4 and 5) mounted on a light-incident end of said receiving light-guide path 
(72), said edge filter passing Raman scattered light from said sample while blocking the excitation light. 
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The receiving light-guide path (72) is made up of a plurality of optical fibers the light-incident ends of 
which are arranged around said pipe (80), and wherein said edge filter (78) is formed in a circular 
shape with an opening provided at the center and the tip of said pipe (80) is inserted into said opening 
(first sentence of paragraph [0008]) and lines 3-10 of paragraph [0079]). The pipe (80) is metal (Figs. 4A 
and 4B). The exciting-end light guiding path consists of a single optical fiber (76, first sentence of 
paragraph [0086]). The Raman probe is used in a Raman spectrum measuring apparatus comprising a 
laser light source (206) and a spectroscope (222), wherein the Raman probe guides light emitted by the 
laser light source to a sample and guides Raman scattered light from said sample to the spectroscope (Fig. 
8 and paragraph [0088]). Applicant 's attention is directed to Motz et al in its entirety with particular 
attention directed to Figs. 4A-4D, 8, 21A-21C and the text pertaining thereto. 



Motz et al. (US 2004/0073120) is a C-I-P of Motz et al (US 2003/0191398 Al), applied above.
